Thank you for your letter of July 11, 1997 regarding tire papers of J. Lee Rankin that 
were acquired by the Assassination Records Review Board and recently made available 
to the public in the JFK Collection at the National Archives. 

First, per your request, I have enclosed the small samplmg of selected documents from 
the Rankin papers that were made available by the Review Board. 


Second, 1 am not aware of any explanation regarding the Commission records that were 
held by Mr. Rankin. The Board's mandate is to make the JFK Collection as complete as 
possible and we are pleased to have received this donation from the Rankin family.
